TO CURE RHEUMATISM.

to Diet to Lessen the Twinge* 
of This Painful Ailllctlon. 

Hearty, frequent, well chosen meals 
and much bustling about In the open 
air are absolute essentials to a cere. 
The prime cause of rheumatism is in¬ 
digestion, and,, though you may eat 
prodigious meals, if your stomach does 
not assimilate what is given it you are 
quite as poorly nourished as the man 
who gets but a crust a day. 

As to what you can and cannot eat 
here is the rule: Of meats you must 
deny yourself heavy, dark flesh. Un¬ 
der this head is itemized mutton, veni¬ 
son, goose and anything that is out off 
a pig. Devote yourself to chicken, lamb, 
game, sweetbreads, brains and the more, 
delicate fish, when simply cooked and 
served without rich, sauces. Avoid lob¬ 
ster and crabs, but enjoy oysters and 
olams and refuse every fried dish. Of 
vegetables never touch tomatoes, cucum¬ 
bers and all salads that have a vinegar 
dressing, for an inadequate stomach is 
busy manufacturing all and more pow¬ 
erful acid than the system-can endure. 
Eat lightly of potatoes,, dried beans or 
peas and, raw onions, but let yourself 
indulge, freely in green beaDs and peas, 
carrots, turnips and well cooked greens. 
Eor all the starch your body needs rice 
is the proper source of supply. An 
abundance of well cooked rice is worth 
all the bread: and beans and potatoes 
put together. 

Almost as sweeping a denunciation 
may be made of all liquids save water 
and milk. Beer, olaret, port and oham- 
pagne act as a sort of poison on the 
rheumatic system; and though whisky 
and brandy, gin and rum are not so in¬ 
jurious,, if taken sparingly and at long 
intervals, they are best abjured and wa¬ 
ter and milk substituted. In the' last 
ten years mineral waters have been con¬ 
sumed in enormous quantities by rheu¬ 
matics in the belief that they afforded 
especial aid, and they are efficacious, 
chiefly, though, from the faot that they 
are very pure, and that the use of them 
induces a patient to imbibe an unnsnal 
quantity of sweet oleansing liquid. 

Any pure water, taken at the rate of 
two or three quarts a day, has an equal 
salutary effect on the system. It must 
be pure, however, and filtered if there 
are any doubts about Its cleanliness, 
This liquid, taken slowly, In small 
tumblerfuls, and for tiie most part be¬ 
tween, meals, will: largely serve the pur¬ 
pose of mineral water. Not, more than 
a tmnblerfui is wholesome at each 
meal, and it is best not to take the wa¬ 
ter jnst immediately after eating or be 
fore going or on getting into bed.—Chi¬ 
cago Record. 


How to Broil Salt Codflah. 

If possible, use the whole fish, out 
ting from it a piece the size yon wish 
to use. Skin the piece and put in cold 
water at breakfast time. When time to 
broil, take from the cold water and tarn 
a teakettle of boiling water over it. 
Then wipe dry and place over the coals. 
When brown, turn and. brown oh the 
other side. Slip from broiler and turn 
over a cup of hot cream and a dust of 
pepper.

The Beautiful Story of tlie Sacrifice 
of Hainngrnclil Gohei. 

It is a beautiful story told by Lafca- 
dlo Hearn of an old man whose great 
deed belongs to Japanese history. He 
was Hamaguchi, and his farmhouse, 
stood on the verge of a small plateau 
overlooking the bay. The plateau, 
mostly devoted to rice culture, was 
hemmed in on three sides by thickly 
wooded summits, and from the outer 
verge the land sloped down to the sea. 
Below were 90 thatched dwellings and 
a temple; these composed the village. 

One autumn evening Hamaguchi Go¬ 
hei was looking down from his balcony 
on the preparations for some merry¬ 
making in the hamlet below. All'the - 
villagers were out, and he would have 
gone with them had he not been feeling 
less strong than usual. 

Suddenly there came an earthquake 
shook, not a very strong one, but Ham- 
aguohi, who had felt many before this, 
thought there was something odd in its 
long, spongy motion. As the quaking 
oeased, he chanced to look toward the 
sea, and there he saw the strangest pos¬ 
sible sight. It seemed to be running 
away from the laud. 

Apparently the. whole village had no¬ 
ticed it, for the people stood still 'in¬ 
wonderment ; only Hamaguchi draw 
any conclusions from the phenomenon 
and guessed what the sea would do next. 
He called his little grandson, a lad of 
10, the only one of the jointly left with 
him. 

“Tadal Quick! Light me a torch!” 

The child kindled a pine torch, and 
th8 old man hurried with it to the 
fields, where hundreds of rice stacks 
stood ready for transportation. One by 
one he lighted them in haste, and they 
caught like tinder, sending skyward 
masses'of smoke that met and mingled 
in one cloudy whirl. Tada, astonished 
and terrified, ran after, his grandfather, 
weeping, calling, “Why? why? why?” 

Hamaguchi did not answer. He 
thought only of 400 lives in peril. He 
watched for the people, and in a mo¬ 
ment only they came swarming upfrom 
the village like ants.

“the child tells the truth. I set fire to 
it. Are all the people here?” 

“All are here,” was the answer. 
“But we cannot understand this thing.” 

“See!” cried the old man at the top 
of liis voice, pointing to the open. “Say 
if I be mad!” 

It was the returning sea, towering 
like a cliff and conrsiug swifter than 
the kite There was a shock, heavier 
than thunder, as the colossal swell 
suiote the shore with a foam burst like 
a blaze of sheet lightning. 

Then a white horror of sea waved 
over tne village itself. It drew back, 
roaring and tearing out the land as it 
went. Twice, thrice, five times it struck 
and ebhed, each time with lesser surges, 
and then it returned to its ancient bed 
and staid there, although still t ragiug. 
Of all the homes about the bay, noth¬ 
ing remained but two straw roofs toss- 
iug madly iu the offing. All lips were 
dumb.until Hamaguchi observed-gentiy:

I believe, my friend, that your

It is for us to go forward, not halt 
and stumble iu the light of relig¬ 
ious freedom,but recognize tbe uni- 
ver.-al brotherhood of men and the 
loving kindness of a Heavenly Fa¬ 
ther.”

COTTON FARMING, 


New Methods and a Shifting of the 
Belt Westward. 

Cotton farming is probably as primi¬ 
tive as any other branch of agriculture, 
Bays the New York Sun. The system in 
the south is just changing. Capital, 
soience and brains are revolutionizing 
the industry. The shifting of the cot¬ 
ton belt from the east to the west of the 
Mississippi is of no greater importance 
than the new methods of culture which 
are being adopted. New and superior 
plants are being developed through se¬ 
lection and intensive, cultivation. The 
old, half farming system is. being re¬ 
placed by large plantations, systematic¬ 
ally organized and conducted, and they 
will produce more cotton to the acre 
pnd at less outlay than the one horse, 
unscientific farms of the shiftless, care¬ 
less negroes. 

For long time the contention was 
made by intelligent growers that an 
ignorant, shiftless darky or white man 
could raise as much cotton to the acre 
as a skilled, scientific agriculturist, but 
this could hardly be true, even though 
it required little intelligence to raise 
the plants. In the light of recent devel¬ 
opments the folly of it is made apparent 
to all. The. cotton planter with new 
seed, new machinery and new methods 
of culture increases' the yield iu a way 
that threatens the one horse farms with 
rnin. 

It is believed that the United States 
will always be able to v control the cot¬ 
ton trade of the world, and if our laud 
was properly farmed we could easily 
run-other countries out of the market. 
But the old cotton patches of the shift- 


Five years have passed since the 
above events happened.

LIMBLESS COTTON. 

^iess farmers must improve or disappear. 
'Other cotton countries stand ready to 
increase their cotton crop upon the 
slightest provocation. It was the war 
of the rebellion that made Egypt a cot¬ 
ton growing country of importance. 
When the war closed our cotton ports 
to England, the khedive of Egypt put 
out immense cotton plantations, and 
between 1861 and 1865 the crop of 
Egyptian cotton increased over 400 per 
cent. This sudden discovery of the 
country’s possibilities has worked in¬ 
jury to our cotton industry ever since. 
Not only does Egypt supply a good deal 
of the demand of the world for cotton, 
but we import some 100,000 bales a 
year ourselves. 

India has taken a similar start in cot¬ 
ton growing, and it only needs some 
opportune moment to stimulate it to a 
wonderful development. A war that 
would interfere with our cotton grow¬ 
ing or a sharp decrease in our cotton 
acreage so that prices would advance a 
few cents a pound would be followed in 
India and Egypt by a- doubling or treb¬ 
ling of the acreage. The advantage 
thus gained would require years to over¬ 
come. How low cotton can go and yet 
prove profitable is.a problem that the 
future must decide. With a new stim¬ 
ulus in our far eastern trade relations 
it may soon be found that 5 cent and 
even 4 cent cotton will prove a great 
boon to the south, and incidentally to 
the country. 

Paper Hanging hy Machinery. 

The successful operation of paper 
hanging by machine is oue of the latest 
achievements of mechanical ingenuity, 
says the Werkstatt. The arrangement 
employed for this purpose is provided 
with a rod, upon which the roll of pa¬ 
per is placed, and a paste receptacle 
with a brushing convenience is attached 
in Euch a manner that the paste is ap¬ 
plied automatically on the back of the 
paper. The end of the wall paper is fix¬ 
ed at the bottom of the wall, and the 
implement rises on the wall in such a 
manner as only to require that it be set 
by one workman. While the wall paper 
unrolls and, provided with paste, is 
held flat against the wall, an elastic 
roller follows on the outside, which 
presses it firmly and with exact smooth¬ 
ness to the wall. The final and complet¬ 
ing operation is when tbe wall paper 
reaches the top : —the workman now 
pulling a cord, whereby it is cut off 
from the remainder of tbe roll.

WOMAN’S WORLD. 


Girls Studying Farming:. 

Fifty girls have taken up the soiea- 
tiflo study of farming this year in the 
College of Agriculture at Minneapolis. 
They have entered for the full course 

and will work in the same classes with 
the men. Heretofore girls have been al¬ 
lowed to study at the college only six 
weeks in the year,' and that during the 
summer months, after the men’s classes 
had dispersed for the long vacation. 
This year they are to have full use of 
all the college privileges. They have 
now a dormitory of their own, and a 
new staff of instructors for speoial sub¬ 
jects in the girls’ department has been 
added to the faculty. 

Girls are admitted to the college on 
the same conditions as boys. The agri¬ 
cultural course of study covers a term 
of three years and includes every prac¬ 
tical subjeat needed for farming. Field 
crops and seeds, agricultural engineer¬ 
ing, agricultural chemistry, farm eco¬ 
nomics, animal husbandry, dairying, 
entomology, horticulture, forestry, vet¬ 
erinary medicine and surgery—these 
are some of the things the girls are 
learning about this year. 

Instead of blacksmithiug, carpentry 
and military drill, which are required 
of the men, the girls take laundering, 
cooking, sewing, house management 
and soaiai and physical culture. No 
classics are required,- but German, 
French and Scandinavian are substi¬ 
tuted as being of more value to the stu¬ 
dent of scientific farming.—New York 
Sun. 

What Wai It She Thought* 

I sat behind two women in a Four¬ 
teenth street car when a funeral proces¬ 
sion, made up of members of some secret 
society in full regalia, passed up the 
street. The sight of the plnmed hats 
displeased one of the women in front of 
me. 

“Did you ever see anything sillier 
than that?” she sniffed.

Tlie Economy of Time. 

Do not leave the teakettle over the 
fire boiling away water after the morn¬ 
ing work is done. It is a fortunate 
thing to have hot water ready in case 
of sudden illness, but I have estimated 
the number of steps one little old lady 
has taken from the kitchen to the well 
in order to keep water always in the 
teakettle. When one keeps up a practice 
for 10 years, which has not been strict¬ 
ly needed, it is time to stop and think. 
As soon as the work is completed after 
each meal, the teakettle should be emp¬ 
tied, polished and set away upon its 
shelf to revel in the assurance of not be¬ 
ing dashed to death with cold water or 
being burned up alive. 

Another economy of time for the city 
housekeeper is to hang a slate outside 
the kitchen door on which are written 
all orders for the grocer. One must be 
carbful to erase every evening to pre¬ 
vent old orders being filled. Dating at 
the top with the day of the week or 
month would prevent all mistakes. One 
could have a large lidded box in the 
corner of the porch for the parcels to be 
placed in when delivered, thus saving 
steps, for it is noticeable that the call 
for orders comes in the morning at the 
time the up stake needs looking after. 
Orders should be written ou the slate 
early in the morning, while one is mak¬ 
ing the rounds in the kitchen and pan¬ 
try. Thus no article is forgotten that is 
immediately needed.—Inez Houston in 
Housekeeper.

thoroughly conversant. 

No great effort is required to-manage 
a bell. What is essential is knack, and 
this these girla possess in an eminent 
degree. They can ring a 9 or 10 hun¬ 
dredweight bell with ease. When at 
work they wear loose, easy costumes, 
adaptable for other athletio exercises, 
and present a pretty picture as they take 
their places for a chime on the * ‘ding- 
dong-bell.” 

So fascinating is the study of bell¬ 
ringing that these enthusiasts Bpenfi 
hours over their books of instruction- A 
short peal is called a “touch,” and 
when they meet for weekly practice and 
one of these “touches” is called by the 
instructor, it is a great triumph when 
he announces “All’s well.” 

A Belt Pin Which Holds. 

A stunning belt pin has made its ap¬ 
pearance in Philadelphia, says The 
Times, and will be hailed with delight 
by the irrepressible shirt waist girl. It 
is a-strong pin resembling a bar pin, 
and when secured lengthwise through 
the skirt and shirt waist there is room 

for a leather, duck or silk belt to pass 
through. It is impossible for the belt or 
Bkirt to slip when held in place with 
one of these pins. The finest are of gold, 
studded with precious gems, says an au¬ 
thority on the subjeat. The average wo¬ 
man has no end of trouble, anyway, in 
keeping her shirt waist down and her 
belt intact. One of the best ways to 
anchor the shirt waist so that it shall 
Dct ride up over the shoulder blades is 
V i r; -i t y means of a very nar¬ 


row piece of belting and a small buckle. 
This can be drawn about the waist very 
tightly on the outside of the shirtwaist, 
and the skirt pinned to the belt with 
two catch pins. By adopting this meth¬ 
od the devotee of the shirt waist saves 
not only time and temper but the shirt 
waist itself, and no end of unfavorable 
comment on the lack of affiliation be¬ 
tween her bodice and skirt. 

Society Women and Tailors. 

It is rather unusual to find society 
women taking an active interest in a 
Strike. The ladies’ tailors, however, 
have succeeded in interesting some 
prominent women in their grievances, 
and the experience will be good .for 
both elements. Probably the women 
themselves have some curiosity as to 
what becomes of the good round prices 
which are paid, to many tailors. The 
workmen claim to receive only starva¬ 
tion wages. The employers, on the other 
hand, say that good workmen get good 
wages and that it is only the incom¬ 
petent hands who are idle or ill paid. 
However this may be, the striking 
tailors seem delighted to have interest¬ 
ed these prominent women—a delight, 
it must be admitted, which their em¬ 
ployers do not seem to share. At any 
rate, the more that women learn about 
the workers, who, under the inevitable 
regime of city life, so seldom come into 
direct contact with the buyer, the bet¬ 
ter it will be all aronnd.—Harper’s 
; Bazar. 

Brave and Cool. 

Mrs. Benson, with her husband and 
6-year-old daughter, lives near Barron, 
Wis. When the forest fire recently swept 
down upon that place the husband was 
in Minneapolis and the wife was alone 
ou a little farm four miles away from 
'town. Seeing the approach of the flames 
and recognizing the impossibility of 
flight, this lonely woman went to work 
to save the life of her daughter and her¬ 
self. Her coolness did not desert her. 
She plowed furrows about the house, 
and when the roaring onslaught of flame 
leaped thess as easily as a hunter’s horse 
would leap a hedge, she buried the child 
in a potato patch, where there was but 
little fuel for the flames, and, lying 
down beside her, tossed a water soaked 
cloak around them both. They were 
found terribly burned, but in a condi¬ 
tion that gives every hope of perfect re¬ 
covery.—Exchange. 

Tlie Oldest Club. 

The oldest club in Illinois is the La¬ 
dies* Edncation society of Jacksonville. 
In her farewell address the retiring 
president of the Illinois federation said: 
“I was reminded of this club of ours 
yesterday by the claim made by the hon¬ 
ored Sorosis of New York of being the 
oldest woman's club in this country, 
and hence the mother of clubs. This 
club of ours antedates Sorosis by many 
years. In fact it is almost old enough to 
be the grandmother of Sorosis. Organ¬ 
ized in 1833, its activity has been con¬ 
tinuous ever since, it having assisted 
16.000 girls to secure an education, and 
these girls have gone out into our west¬ 
ern homes in their turn to exert an in-' 
finence for good which only rightly 
trained intelligence can exert." 

ROTARY STORMS. 

Benjamin Franklin First Discovered 

Their Eddyline Structure. 

About 100 years ago, after the inven¬ 
tion of the barometer, in 1774. Benja¬ 
min Franklin, patriot, statesman, dip¬ 
lomat and scientist, divined that cer¬ 
tain storms had a rotary motion and 
that they progressed in a northeasterly 
direction. It was prophetic that these 
ideas should have come to him long be¬ 
fore any oue had ever seen charts show¬ 
ing Jong observations simultaneously 
taken at many stations. It will be in¬ 
teresting to learn how he reached his 
conclusion as to the cyclonic or eddylike 
structure of storms. 

Franklin had arranged with a co¬ 
worker at Boston to take observations 
of a lunar eclipse at the same time that 
he himself w«S taking readings of it at 
Philadelphia. Early on the evening of 
the eclipse an unusually severe north¬ 
east wind and rain storm set in at Phil¬ 
adelphia, and Franklin was unable to 
secure any observations. He reasoned 
that as the wind blew fiercely from the 
northeast the storm was of course com¬ 
ing from that direction and that Boston 
must have experienced its ravages be¬ 
fore Philadelphia. Reports indicated 
that the storm was widespread. What 
was the surprise of Franklin when after 
the slow passage of the mail by coach 
he heard from his friend in Boston that 
the night of the eclipse had been clear 
and favorable for observations, but that 
a terrific northeast wind and rain storm 
began early the following morning. He 
then sent out inquiries to the surround¬ 
ing stage stations and found that at all 
places southwest of Philadelphia the 
storm had begun earlier and that the 
greater distance the earlier the begin¬ 
ning as compared with Philadelphia. 
Northeast of Philadelphia the time of 
the beginning of the storm had been 
later than at that city, the storm not 
reaching Boston until 12 hours after ite 
commencement at Philadelphia. 

In considering these facts a line of 
inductive reasoning brought Franklin 
to the conclusion that the wind always 
blows toward the center of the storm; 
that the northeast hurricane which Bos¬ 
ton and Philadelphia had experienced 
was caused by the suction exercised by 
an advancing storm eddy from the south¬ 
west, which drew the air rapidly from 
Boston toward Philadelphia, while the 
source of the attraction—the center of 
the storm eddy—was yet 1,00L miles to 
the southwest of the latter /.lace.— 
Forum. 

How to Bake Sausage. 

The most wholesome way to cook 
sausage is to hake them. Place them in 
a baking pan in a single layer and bake 
in a moderate oven. Turn them over 
when half done, that they may be 
equally browned. Serve with pieces of 
toast between them, having cut the 
toast about the same size as the sausage 
and moistened it with a little of the 
sausage

SOIL INOCULATION, 

Information on a Snbject Just Ifow 
Prominent In Agriculture. 

In bulletin No. 96 of the Alabama 
station on experiments with oats and 
hairy vetch Professor J. F. Dnggar pre¬ 
sents in his nsual clear and concise style 
information of value to all who are in¬ 
terested—and who is not?—in the im¬ 
portant matter of soil inoculation as a 
means of increasing the power of le¬ 
gumes to appropriate nitrogen from the 
air. The detailed description of the ex¬ 
periments affords useful, practical sug¬ 
gestions to farmers and a-subject of 
thought out of the ordinary, but un¬ 
doubtedly profitable. Following is a 
partial summary of Professor Duggar’s 
report: 

Clover, vetch and similar leguminous 
plants are able to draw much of their 
nitrogen from the air when enlarge¬ 
ments called tnDercles or nodules are 
fpund ou their roots. They are unable to 
do this or to store up fertility when tu¬ 
bercles are absent. 

In order for tubercles to develop spe¬ 
cific germs or bacteria must be present 
in the soil or seed or come in contact 
with the youug rootlets. In the regions 
where the clovers, vetch, alfalfa, eto., 
are expensively grown these germs be¬ 
come generally distributed in the soil 
of-the entire region. In a number of 
localities in Alabama, where these 
legumes are not grown to any great ex¬ 
tent, these germs are absent from some 
soils or present in insufficient numbers. 

Inoculation is tbe process of supply¬ 
ing these germs either by scattering in 
a field some of the germ laden soil from 
a field where these rarely grown legumes 
have borne tubercles or by the use oi 
the prepared material called nitragin. 

Nitragin is a concentrated germ fer¬ 
tilizer containing myriads of germs 
which are able to cause the growth oi 
tubercles on the roots of certain legu¬ 
minous or soil improving plants. Both 
nitragin and germ laden earth were 
very profitably used in our experiments. 

Crimson clover inoculated with clo¬ 
ver nitragin afforded a crop of 4,057 
ponnas of hay per acre, while ordinary 
or untreated seed gave—including many 
accidentally inoculated plants—only 761 
pounds of hay. This is a gain of • at 
least 8,296 pounds of hay per acre as 
the result of inoculation. 

Seed of hairy vetch inoculated with 
vetch nitragin produced hay at the rate 
of 3,270 pounds per acre, against 564 
pounds with ordinary or untreated seed. 
This is an increase of 2,706 pounds oi 
hay per acre as the result of inoculation. 

The cost of inoculation, using ni¬ 
tragin as above, was at the rate of $2.25 
per acre, leaving a large profit, 

In an earlier experiment here hairy 
vetch was inoculated with soil from an 
old vetch field without expense except a 
small item for labor. This borne grown 
inoculating material effected an increase 
of 2,308 pounds of hay per acre. 

A field once inoculated, whether nat¬ 
urally or artificially, remainsinocnlated 
for years. 

As a general rule, each division or 
genus of leguminous plant has its own 
specific or adapted germ. 

Nitragin is very perishable, especial • 
ly in warm weather, and this may cause 
frequent failure in using it. 

Natural agencies are constantly at 
work spreading root tubercle bacteria 
and inoculating soils. If given sufficient 
time (several years) most legumes will 
probably develop tubercles without help 
from man. Artificial inoculation brings 
quicker success in the culture of' rarely 
grown legumes. 

Inoculated hairy vetch yielded slight¬ 
ly less dry material in the above ground 
portion and a considerably smallej 
weight of roots than nearly mature rye 

However the inoculated vetch con¬ 
tained in both tops and roots a much 
higher percentage of the valuable ele¬ 
ment, nitrogen, than did rye and also 
more than did noninocnlated vetch 
plants. 

Harvesting - Willows. 

Osiers should be cut the first year, 
'even if no valuable material can be 
got, according to an authority on 
osier culture. If tbe cutting is delayed 
until the second year, branching takes 
place and less valuable material is ob¬ 
tained. They sbould be cut in the sec¬ 
ond and third years also, but if there is 
a good demand for hoop poles they 
should be left uncut the fourth year to 
grow for hoop poles, reaching sufficient 
size for that purpose iu from two tc 
four years. If there is no demand for 
hoop poles, continue the yearly cuttings 
until the’ growth becomes too slim for 
basket purposes, which is generally 
from 10 to 15 years, when-the osier 
holts must be renewed. The cutting of 
rods sbould be done during tbe winter, 
from Nov. 1 to March 1. Gut as near 
the ground as possible. Tie in bundles 
ten inches in diameter, and keep these 
bundles in running water, standing up¬ 
right, four inches of the butts under 
water until small leaves or sprouts ap¬ 
pear, when they will be ready to peel, 
the sap having started. 

Cold Frame Management. 

, One of the principal aims with re¬ 
gard to cold frames now should* be, ac- 
tording to American Gardening, to con¬ 
centrate all the sun heat possible by 
closing up early, especially those con¬ 
taining crops which we are anxious io 
push on to maturity. Freedom of air 
must, of course, be given during th8 
day on all suitable occasions. It is a 
mistake to - think that matters can be 
hastened by giving air only in limited 
quantities during the day and running 
up the heat to an abnormally high de¬ 
gree. This would cause too great a 
difference between the night and day 
temperatures and healthy growth would 
thereby be retarded in place of being 
induced. 

FARM MILLS. 

What Farmers Say About Machines 
For Grinding Grain at Home. 

The Rural New Yorker gives expres¬ 
sion to the ideas entertained by some of 
the farmers in regard to grinding grain 
with individual farm mills as follows: 

Most farmers-who have bought such 
mills agree that they save money by 
owning them. They save the miller’s 
toll, the cost of running to and from 
the- mill and can utilize stormy days" 
when otherwise there would be. little to 
do. They all seem to agree that it pays 
to grind the feed for most kinds of 
stock. Even in tbe west, where corn on 
the ear is so largely fed, and steers are 
followed by hogs in the,.pasture, all 
farmers now agree that it pays to grind. 

With regard to powers, there seems 
to be a wide diversity of opinion. A 
great many farmers are using the sweep 
power and are apparently well satisfied 
with it. Others prefer the tread powers, 
chiefly for the reason that they ocoupy 
less room, are more easily put under 
shelter and give a little more power 
than the sweeps. Many farmers are using 
wind power to run their grinding m ills. 
This seems to give fair satisfaction 
when pains are taken to work enough 
feed ahead to last whije the wind does 
not blow. Steam or gasoline power, 
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Tells the story. When your head

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however, is much more satisfactory for 
the larger mills. - 

With regard to the kind of mills 
used, the majority of correspondents ap¬ 
pear to be using small sweep mills or 
orushers. These grind an average of 10 
or 12 bushels an hour and of course do 
not give as fine a feed as the larger and 
more powerful burr mills. Some farm¬ 
ers with these sweep mills follow the 
plan of grinding twice. First they grind 
their corn, cob and all, and then run 
this chop through the second time, 
mixed with oats or rye, thus making a 
fair feed, which gives better results 
than very coarse chop. The. best work 
of course is done with the larger mills, 
but in order to make them profitable 
one must have a larger amount of grain 
to be ground more probably than aver¬ 
age farmers can expeot to feed during 
the year. One great advantage in favor 
of the sweep Gr tread powers is the fact 
that a farmer can hitch his horse to 
them at once and start up the mill 
without delay, while with steam con¬ 
siderable time is necessary before the 
mill will start. 

The substance of tbe matter Eeems to 
be that a grinding mill pays good in¬ 
terest when a farmer has 1,000 or more 
bushels of grain to feed. The cheap 
sweep crushers or grinders are certainly 
giving fair satisfaction. 

Fall Planting of Small Fruits. 

I have been quite successful in plant¬ 
ing raspberries in the fall. These should , 
not be planted until October, and then 
tbe work may be done any time before 
the ground freezes. Dig your plants if 
you have them of your own, cut the j 
canes back to 8 or 12 inches and the 
roots to about the same length. Plow 
furrows for the red varieties about six j 
feet apart and six inches deep. Set the j 
plants about three feet apart in the fur- j 
row, enlarging it somewhat with the 
hoe and spreading fcha roots out, and 
covering them with fine soil, then at 
once place a mulch of manure around 
each plant. I have for years set rasp¬ 
berries and blackberries in this way in 
the fall, and not one plant in 100*has 
died. When setting these plants in the 
fall, the main thing is the mulch around 
them, then the freezing aDd thawing of 
the groun’d in the winter will not heave 
them out. 

These directions, with a little modifi¬ 
cation, apply to planting grapes, cur¬ 
rants and gooseberries if you have plants 
grown from cuttings which were set in 
nursery rows last spring. In planting 
grapes, the rows should be eight to ten 
feet apart and the vines six to eight 
feet apart in the rows, according to the 
variety. It is not quite as safe to plant 
grapevines in the fall as in tbe spring, 
but they will usually live in dry soils. 

The successful planting of the small 
fruit trees, such as plums and cherries, 
depends on the condition of the soil. If 
it is not well drained—so well that 
there is no danger of water standing on 
it—the planting bad better be deferred 
until spring. Generally in well drained 
soils, if mulching is attended to, it is 
safe to plant nearly all of the small 
fruits in the fall, and it often saves val¬ 
uable time iu the spring, says W. H. 
Jenkins in Ohio Farmer. 

Clover In Winter. 

“We are sure that clover grows more 
or less all through the winter, ” says 
Rural New Yorker. “Most of this 
growth is below ground. The roots of 
crimson clover in particular will make 
a very perceptible growth between No¬ 
vember and March. Sod ground also re¬ 
tains and absorbs the nitrates which are 
formed in the Soil during hofc.weather, 
and left unused by the summer crops. 

A large part of the waste of nitrogen in 
drainage waters occurs during October 
and November on bare ground. On our 
own light soil, we would not plow a 
good clover sod in the fall. The author¬ 
ities do not agree as to the limit to 
which clover will accumulate nitrogen. 
The matter has not been fully studied 
out, but ou ordinary soils we are not 
likely to overdo the matter of clover . 
seeding.” 

Honey In the New York Markets. 

California honey is sent to this city 
in considerable quantities every year, 
but this season the crop in that state is 
almost a total failure. It does not come 
in combs, but is extracted and put up 
in jars. It tastes much the same as the 
eastern honey and sells for about the 
same price. Arizona has stepped in to 
supply the California shortage in New 
York this fall, hut the honey from that 
cegion is "not particularly good. It is 
.likely to have a ratner sharp, bitter 
tinge. Extracted honey in jars also 
comes from the southland that made 
from orange blossoms is considered par¬ 
ticularly fine. It is probably the most 
expensive honey sold.—New York Trib¬ 
une.
